Stern Decree of Justice Carried Out on 
Corpee of Ancient Dalmatian 
Archbishop. 

Dalmatia has made rapid strides fn 
science and literature, the story of her 
culture, however, being one of per- 
sonal achievement rather. than public 
advancement. Zara, its largest city, 
for example, had no printing press un- 
til 1796, while Venetian Dalmatia had 
only one public school in the eighteenth 
century. :

African Natives Conduct Vehicles 
Along Jungle Tracks After Short 
Term of Apprenticeship. 

Tt Is natural that since automobiles 
have found thelr way Into every part 
of the world, the drivers would vary 
in appearance, and in attire or lack of 
attire, according to the customs of the 
countries in which the motor car 1s 
called to do service. If you were to 
walk along the road leading from the 
west coast of equatorial Africa several 
hundred miles into the interior, for 
instance, you might see a motor truck, 
plowing through the jungle, and in 
the chauffeur’s seat, driving with pe- 
cullar and cheerful abandon, would be 
a west African native. And from the 
appearance of his driver’s uniform, It 
would be evident that the high cost 
of clothing would bother him not one 
whit. These natives become full- 
fledged chauffeurs within three or four 
weeks from the time they see their 
first motor vehicle. The trucks, of 
which there are about 200, maintain 
regular schedules as feeders to a large 
steamship line plying between west 
African ports and Europe and Amer- 
fea. They are londed with men and 
supplies on the Inland trips, and with 
cocoa products, palm ofl, hides, and 
rubber bound for the coast. 





Parasite Spreads Disease. 

A peculiar disease that ts still con- 
fined chiefly to certain river valleys of 
Japan, but suggests possibilities of 
breaking loose as a widespread ept- 
demic, has been a subject of recent in- 
vestigation. It {1s known as ‘“tsut- 
sugamushi,” and is transmitted by the 
“akamushi,” an Insect parasite of cer- 
tain fleld mice. It ts a fever striking- 
ly similar to typhus and Rocky mount- 
ain spotted fevers. The investigators 
have learned that its chief occurrence 
is in the months of June to October, 
which is the time of development of 
the insect carriers, and the season 
when the peasant victims of the dis- 
ease are brought into contact with 
the mice. The mortality, though very 
yariable, sometimes exceeds 50 per 
cent. Under existing conditions, bites 
by the insects cannot be wholly

The ideals of progress and con- 
structive reformation of .the Quaker 
church are the guiding prmciptes of 
the life of Hefbert Hoover descendant 
of Quakers, declared Mrs, Anna Up- 
degraf Hillis of Los Angeles, an 
evangelist and ardent admtrer of 
Hoover. 

Some of the world’s greatest re- 
form movement were begun tong ago 
by the Quakers, Mrs. Hillis declared, 
and now as in the- past, the Quak- 
ers are in the vanguard of reform 
and progress. 

Since 1653. they have ypattled for 
freedom and Seance ‘for the 
education of the Indian and the ne- 
gro, and far cooperation and equality 
between the sexes, she asserted. 

Fifty years before it abolition the 
Quakers declared slavery a_ sinful 
practice, Mrs. Hillis pointed out, and 
the ‘Very first tract against* slavery 
was written by? a -Quaker preacher. 

Of Pioneer Stock 

“The Quakers have been the pfon- 
eers of the great reform movements 
which are sweeping the world today,” 
said Mrs. Hillis.: ‘They have been 
pioneers in the development of this 
great country. And Herbert Hoover 
comes from this pioneer stock. His 
family settled in Iowa two years be- 
fore there ‘were any railroads in that 


family lived theré,“battling ‘with the 
wilderness and paving tle way for 
civilization. e 

“If was my father, David Upde- 
graff, a great Quaker preacher, who 
cofiverted Herbert. Hoover’s mother 
to the Quaker faith, and she, a most 
saintly woman, became also a noted 
preacher. People came from miles 
around.to hear her talk. 

“Herbert. Hoover, boy that he was, 
used to-come out from her meetings, 
and look up into her face and see 
how full it was of the Spirit and of 
beauty. He was too small to under- 
stand her words, but I know he re- 
ceived great inspiration from. the 
beautjful character. of his mother.

MORE SMALL COINS 


To meet the convenience of the 
public in making small purchases 
Senators George P. MsLean, of Con- 
necticut and Joseph S. Frelinghuysen 
of New Jersey, advocate the coin- 
age of two-cent pieces, seven-cent 
pieces. The demand for pennies to 
make change has become enormous 
With the use of the new coina, as 
proposed it would be easy to make 
the odd combinations required for 
buying small articles. 
of a two-cent coin isproposed in thef 
McLean bill as a memorial to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. It would be made 
of copper alloy somewhat larger in 
size than the penny though not like 
the old cart-wheels coined as _ two- 
cent pieces more than a quarter of 
a century ago. On the face of the 
coin would appear the bust of Col. 
Roosevelt stamped in relief. It is 
not specified in the bill by Senator 
Frelinghuysen what may be the de- 
sign of the seven and eight-cent 
Pieces. They would be made of 
nickel alloy similar to that which 
now forms the five-cent piece. The 
McLean bill for the coinage of two- 
cent pieces has been favorably re- 
perted to the senat by the committee 
on banking and currency.
